REPORT CONDEMNS SYSTEM 


The condemnation ef three Senat- 
ors involved in the Beauharnois affair 
contained in the majority report of 
the Senate committee included an in- 
cidental condemnation of the system 
of obtaining party funds in Canada 
and an inferential exoneration of 
the Beauharnois Corporation. 

The report stated that ‘‘ Senators 
Wilfred Laurier McDougald and An- 
drew Haydon performed duties that 
were not fitting or consistent with 
their duties and standing as Senators 
of Canada; Senator Donat Raymone 
accepted very lange sums of money 
by way of campaign fund contribu- 
tions from a company which was 
vitally on government franchise or 
concessions. ’’ 

The implication of this is that the 
political system stood in the way of 
Beauharnois development and _ that 
the sponsors of the Beauharnois 
scheme had to choose between endless 
delay on the one hand and ‘‘party 
bribery’’ on the other. The report, 
it is true, does not state specifically 
that the Beauharnois Corporation 
had a club held to its head, but it 
does stress, significantly, that this 
company was ‘‘dependent vitally on 
government franchises or conces- 
sions.’’ 

The dependence, moreover, would 
explain why both parties . received 
mosey from persons connected with 
Beauharnois. Dependent upon gov- 
ernment franchises, the company 
could not afford to take a chance on 
the election; For the sake of its 
very survival, it had to back both 
Without anticipating the report of 
the committee, The Albertan last 
week stressed the point that politics 
held up the Beauharnois project and 
that the first duty of the government 
which precipitated an inquiry into a 
situation which was produced by 
political factors was to guarantee 
continuance of that project. The 
report serves to bear out the further 
contention that the present Beauhar- 
nois Cowpany which was victimized 
by the political system, should be 
given an opportunity of finishing the 
project it started. 

There is a further necessity, The 
Senate. committee report implied 
that the company was dependent vit- 
ally on government franchises. We 
must have a guarantee that compan- 
ies in this position are not forced to |. 
contribute to party funds in order 
to obtain the rights which do not be- 
long to any party but to the peopte 
of Caneda. 

The immediate necessity is to en- 
sure continuancé of the Beauharnois 
scheme; the second necessity is to al- 
ter the campaign fund system. The 
first demands government protection 
of the company; the second enforc- 
ed publication of all receipts and 
expe res of every political party 
in Oanada.

THE BURDEN OF 
GOVERNMENT DEBT 


Some sobering statistics on Cana- 
da’s borrowing and spending procliv- 
ities in the past decade are presented 
in the latest bulletin issued by the 
Citizens’ Research Institute. It is 
pointed out that the total gross fund- 
ed debenture debts of the national, 
provincial and municipal governments 
from 1921 to 1930 grew 162 per 
cent. while the total estimated 
wealth of the country from 1921 to 


, 1928 inereased by 380.4 per cent. 
| Governmhental expenditures have de- 
| veloped rapidly since 1930, owing to’ 


the business crisis, and the national 
wealth could hardly have maintained 
the same rapid rate of growth. The 
present total debt of the Dominion 


| is estimated at about $6,100,000,000 


and the per capita debt, $500. 
The provincial debenture debt in- 


| creased most rapidly in the period 
| 1922 to 1930, namely 72.5 per cent. 


The gross municipal debenture 
debts increased 33.9 per cent. during 


but 17 per cent. The mortgage on 
municipal debenture debt on this 
therefore increased from 13 per cent. 
in 1022 to 15.5 per cent. in 1030.

politicians could hardly be expected 
to look 60 far ahead, And they would 
probably not continue long in power 
(if they were in fact ever elected) 
if they took such a business-like view 
of national finance and the manage- 
ment of ptiblic affairs. It has besn 
said that it is much more difficult to 
introduce business into the govern- 
ment than it is put the government 
into business. 

The policy or habit of the govern- 
ment in looking to corporations for 
revenues is made quite clear in the 
attitude of the Department of Fin- 
ance towards the public utility cor- 
porations as compared with compet- 
itive public ownership enterprises. 
As pointed out by J. 8. Normis, vice- 
president and managing director of 
Montreal Light, Heat & Power, Con- 
solidated, no attempt has been made 
in the budget to equalize the burden 
of taxation throughout the country 
instead of increasing the rate of the 
distributing corporation income tax 
by means of which customers of pri- 
vately owned utilities are mulcted 
for the benefit of publicly owned ut- 
ility customers. 

The people of Quebec in general 
and the citizens of Montreal in par- 
ticular, having as a matter of pol- 
icy, favored corporation development 
of water power resources, have a 
special grievance against the govern- 
ment in this connection. Montreal 
Power Consolidated alone, in the 
year 1930, paid over $1,000,000 in the 
form of federal corporation income 


‘tax—and this, of course, was borne 


eventually by the company’s custom- 
ers. Under the budget, the situation 
will be further aggravated for the 
current year. 

It had been indicated that because 
of the government’s needs for rev- 
enue the situation would be justified 
by taxing the publicly owned utili- 
ties in Ontario and other parts of 
the country on the same basis as the 
private corporations. It can only b2 
assumed that the government decirt- 
ed that this would not be good poli- 
ties.

PROTECTION FOR 
MIGRATORY BIRDS 
Canada and the United States are 
giving serious attention to the mi- 
gratory bind situation, particularly 
as it affects water fowl, notably 
wild ducks and wild geese. Last 
week a three-days’ conference was 
held at Ottawa, with representatives 
from every province meeting federal 
officials in an effort to prepare a 


fact that Canada was the great breed- 
ing ground for the -waterfowl, killed 
comparatively few birds, whereas the 
United States hunters shot millions 
more than fell to guns in the Domin- 
ion. His point was that the States 
should assure as rigid conservation as 
was proposed by Canada, for it was 
not equitable that Canada should 
raise the birds, merely 10 have them 
shot in the United States. 
Recommendations of the Ottawa 
conference include bag limits for day 
and season,-with not more than 15 
duck a day, regulations controlling 
sunken punts or blinds, baiting and 
automatic and repeating shot guns. 
Duck restoration plans occupied the 
attention of the corresponding three- 
day conference in Washington ear- 
lier in the month and common agree- 
ment was expressed that unless con- 
servation measures were organized, 
the- waterfowl} hunters of the States 
would ultimately be deprived of their 
favorite sport. Therefore a shorter 
season and smaller bag limits were 
proposed, and approved, subject to 
ratification. The cent a shell plan 
was not favored but federal license 
tax of a dollar was endorsed, the 
funds thus raised to be used to im- 
prove conditions, Inviolate water- 
fowl refuges were also endorsed.

Commercial telephone service has 
been established between France and 
Buenos Aires.

Frank J. Barnjum Acquires Large 
Tract On Vancouver Island 

Another large tract of virgin tim- 
berland on Vancouver Island will be 
preserved for posterity through the 
generosity of Frank J. Barnjum, 
Montreal philanthropist and tree con- 
servationist. Two thousand acres of 
timbered land on the Cowichan River 
has been acquired by Mr. Barnjum 
from its owners. The property is a 
beautiful park area replete with riv- 
ers, streams and lakes, with wild life 
in the woods and fish in the streams. 
The purchase makes Mr. Barnjum 
the largest holder of big timber on 
that river. 


Sowing Wheat From Air 


Feasibility Of Using ’Planes Demon- 
strated By Soviets 

Aeroplanes soaring less than 100 
feet above the ground at a speed of 
from 60 to 70 miles an hour recently 
demonstrated the feasibility of sowing 
wheat from the air on a Soviet state 
farm in central Asia. 

The ‘plane sowed an area of about 
eight acres on each flight, covering a 
total of 300 acres a day, In just a 
fortnight four ‘planes sowed 8,000 
acres.

Drought and Grasshoppers 


Scientific Research Has Proved They 
Are Co-Workers 

Two of the farmers’ most vicious | 
enemies—drought and grasshoppers— ' 
are co-workers, it is revealed on the 
basis of scientific research. ‘ 

If a farming region suffers from! 
drought in one season, according to 
the investigations, the farmers of that 
area may expect a plague of grass- 
hoppers the next year. The reason, 
it was explained, is that aridity is 
favorable for reproduction of the in- 
sects. 

A report of the investigation was 
made by R. O. Cromwell, formerly 
of the United States Department of 
Agriculture. 

“Unusually dry weather, especially 
for successful seasons,” Cromwell

Good Market For Apples 


British People Eat Four Thousand 
Million Every Year ° 


“An apple a day keeps the doctor 
away,” is an old English adage about 
as true as most traditional sayings. 
If everybody in Great Britain ate an 
apple a day Canada would have to en- 
large its orchards. They  couldn’t 
grow that quantity over there. Bri- 
tain is a large importer of fruit. She 
buys empire produce from Canada, 
New Zealand, Tasmania and Austra- 
lia, but also gets some apples from 
the United States. Possibly the Im- 
perial Conference at Ottawa will peel 
those off. While it may look as if the 
British did not consume so many ap- 
ples as they might, four thousand 
million apples are eaten in Great Bri- 
tain in a year. Less than a fifth are 
grown in that country. Last year 127,- 
340 tons of applés. were imported into 
the Port of London alone, Britain 
cannot feed itself with apples and is 
still the best market in the world. 


Air Stewardess Kept Busy 


Flying Hostess For U.S. Line Has 
Travelled 250,000 Miles 

Miss Katherine Maye, flying host- 
ess for the United Air Lines, has 
completed her 250,000th mile of air 
travel on that system’s coast-to-coast 
tri-motored ‘planes. Miss Maye who 
went to Chicago two years ago is now 
dean of twenty-one stewardesses em- 
ployed by that organization. 

Among her duties are the serving 
of meals aloft, identifying points of 
interest along the routes and ac- 
quainting the passengers with the de- 
tails of transcontinental flying. Be- 
cause régular berths are not yet in 
general use in airplanes, the steward- 
ess at night must manipulate the 
reclining chairs and provide pil- 
lows, blankets and individual reading 
lights and window shades.

Young Professor At Pittsburg Has 
Isolated “Vitamine O” | 

A young professor of chemistry at | 
the University of Pittsburgh an-| 
nouced casually: 

“We have isolated and identified 
vitamine C.” 

For five years, Dr. C. C. King, not 
quite 35, and his associates, have la-| 
bored for a solution long sought by 
research scientists. are 

He explained he had concentrated 
the vitamine from lemon juice. 

Vitamine ““C” is plentiful in 
lemons, oranges, tomatoes, potatoes 
and certain other vegetables and 
fruits. | 

Its effect upon the human body also 
have been known for quite some time, | 
Dr. King said, but how it accomplish- | 
es its tasks has remained a mystery. | 

Also it was known that lack of 
vitamine “C” in the diet of humans 
resulted in scurvy and forms of mal-| 
| nutrition. |

‘Gapt. Robinson Of O.P R. “Empress 
Of Japan,” Retires From. Service 
‘The Pacific's most decorated sailor 
sald goodbye to the sea at Vancouver 
on April 2nd. He is Captain Samuel 
Robinson, R.N.R., R.D., C.B.E., mas- 
ter of the Canadian Pacific liner “Hm- 
press of Japan,’ whose command end- 
ed with the ship’s arrival from China 

and Japan. 
Superannuated at the age of 62 he 

comes ashore to live in Vancouver af- 

ter 48 years at sea, 37 of them in 


the Pacific service of the Canadian 
Pacific. 


Command of the “Japan,” queen of 
the Pacific fleet, passes to Captain 
L. D. Douglas, R.N.R., formerly mas- 
ter of the “Empress of Asia.” 

Virtually an institution in Vancou- 
ver and Oriental ports, Captain Rob- 
inson’s career is almost legendaty in 
some respects. . 

He first went to sea from Hull, 
England, as a boy of 14 in the full- 
rigged sailing ship “Imbres.” His 


first command was the ‘‘Athenian” of | — 


the Canadian, Pacific Service, in 1904. 
He began his career with the com- 
pany, peculiarly enough, with the old 
“Empress of Japan,” the queén of the 
Pacific to whose title his last com- 
mand of the same name ultimately 
succeeded. He was then a fifth offi- 
cer, 

Typical of Captain Robinson’s char- 
acter was an exploit on the ‘“Athen- 
fan,” years ago. Kelp had lodged in 
one of the condensers’ intakes and de- 
layed the ship at Victoria. The diver 
did not seem to be making progress 
and loss of a mail bonus threatened, 
Captain Robinson doffed his uniform 
for a bathing suit, plunged overside, 
and reappeared with a handful of 
kelp. Minutes later the liner was on 
her voyage. - 

Commander of the liner “Empress 
of Russia” at Hong Kong, when the 
Great War broke out, Captain Rob- 
inson was appointed commander of 
the “Empress of Asia” the following 
year and patrolled the Red Sea under 
admiralty orders. In 1917 he was 
engaged in carying United States 
troops by the “Asia” from New York 
to Southampton. ~ 

At Yokohama in the earthquake of 
1923, Captain Robinson stood on the 
bridge and saw the city rise and fall 
like waves at sea. Four thousand 
refugees, dragged from the harbor or 
from the shore by his officers, were 
taken on board the “Empress of Aus- 
tralia,” which he then commanded. He 
received many decorations for his 
work at that time. 

Captain Robinson’s family affilia- 
tions are of the sea. His father was 
a master mariner before him, Cap- 
tain Henry Robinson of Hull. His 
wife, the former Miss Jessie Nichols, 
whom he met and married in Maine, 
is a daughter of New England ship 
owners and mariners. : 

Captain William A. Robinson, of 
the United States navy is a brother.

Air Route Across the 
North Atlantic 

Pan-American Airways announced 
it had entered into an agreement with 
Trans-American Airlines to conduct 
the necessary survey and research 
work for development of an air’ route 
across the north Atlantic.

James Spooner has been trying 
looking-glass experiments with fish 
of various kinds, and he finds that 
they are first attracted by a mirror 
and then show signs of considerable 
annoyance, They begin by making 
overtures to the reflection, swimming 
to and from across the glass side by 
side with the image. Then they try 
to go through the glass in order to 
get closer to the other fish. Finding

HEAVIEST APRIL STORM 
ON RECORD 

Nearly three and a half inches of 
rain fell in the Lacombe district in 
the storm‘ of last week. This beats 
any record for the past thirty years 
and the moisture is welcomed by the 
farmers. A:report from Calgary 
says: 

Although rain and snow of varying 
intensity fell in all parte of the 
province Wednesday night and Thurs- 
eay morning, Calgary apparently 
bore the brunt of the 24-hour snow 
gtorm which extended over an area of 
about 50 miles,-with the city as 
centre. ‘ 

The foothills distrists from 
Banff to the boundary reported 
snow, extending from storms to 
flurries, but as the storm moved 
east over tthe prairies the snow 
appears to have turned into sleet 
and rain. Cochrane and Cards- 
ton experienced snow fall and 
heavy sleet fell from Calgary 
to Delbourne and to Rockyford, 
according to the C.N.R. reports. 

Heavy rains were reported from 
the Edmonton district with probab- 
ility of snow if the temperature fell 
lower during the day. Im the Peace 
River area snow was falling during 
the morning. 


About an inch of rain fell in the! 


Hanna district, bringing moisture re~ 
lief at a critical period. Pasture 
lands were reported greatly benefit- 
ed by the downpour. 

Snow fell from Beiseker to Cal- 
gary but beyond that point rain was 
the rule, Drumheller reporting the 
sixth fall during the present month. 

Outside half a mile of telephone 
wires carried down at Kircaldy 
and telephone wires down at Vulcan 
and Nobleford, Southern Alberta 
seemed to have escaped the brunt of 
the storm which played havoc with 
wire communication in the Calgary 
area, ~ 

Moisture fell at Lethbridge to the 
depth of .44 inch and the mercury 
dropped to 30. 

The moisture was welcomed by 
farmers and livestock growers for its 


good effect on germination and in| 


giving pastures a good start. Sugar 
beet seeding had been in full swing 
during the past week and conditions 
will now be ideal. 

The storm was heavier north and 
west of Lethbridge, three to five 
inches of snow cover the ground at 
High River, Nanton, the whole foot- 
hill area as far south es Oardston 
but the storm gradually snuffed out 
in the southeastern area. No rain 
was reported east. of Manyberrics.

SCHOOL TEACHERS WIN 
IMPORTANT DECISION 

Teachers won a victory over school 
boards and the department of educat- 
ion Wednesday when the unanimous 
decision of the appellate division of 
Supreme Court in the test case of 
of John Steele-Smith, a “chool teach- 
er, agfanst the Acme school district

Service 


was handed down in Calgary. 

The court ruled that the new pro- 
vision of the July, 1930 amendment 
to the school act was retroactive. In 
other words it held that even though 
teachers were employed under a con- 
tract complying with the 
their dismissal must be made in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of the 
1930 amendment, which provides that 
permission ef the school inspector 
must be granted to make dismissal 
legal. ek | 

Previously all that had been re- 
quired was 30 days’ notice to the 
teacher following opportunity for 
him to discuss cause for dismissal 
with the trustees. 

£‘ecle-Smith was dismissed by the 


Acme school board in June, 1929, un- | 
der terms of the contract which was | 


drawn according to the old act. He 
held that this was illegal, since the 
new act imposed a new requirement 
that had not been fulfilled, and enter- 
ed claim for $50 against the school 
district. 

Mr. Justice Ewing upheld his 
claim, allowing the damages.
